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75 traders 
sign petition 
over town’s 
car parking 
future... BUT 

COUNCIL SAYS NO 
TO MAIN REQUEST 


A TOTAL of 75 businesses in 
Cowbridge have signed a 
petition calling on the Vale 
Council to drop - or at the 
very least modify - proposed 
parking charges in the town. 

The petition was launched recently 
by the Conservative Party and now 
boasts a comprehensive list of town 
businesses - all concerned about the 
effect of the charges on the future of 
the town itself. 

However, the Vale Council has 
made it clear that it will not budge on 
the central plank of the petition - a 
request that an initial period when 
car parking should be free. 

Under the new charging structure, 
any stay over four hours will cost £5. 
Up to two hours, the cost will be £1. 
Three hours will cost £1.60, and up to 
four hours will cost £2.20.

The petition states: “Charging for 
car-parking, without a significant 
initial free period, will deter visitors 
to Cowbridge and diminish trade on 
the High Street - potentially causing 
the demise of valued independent 
shops. 

“The character of our community 
is under threat,” it warns. 

At a meeting of the economy and 
environment scrutiny committee on 
Tuesday evening (September 1), Vale 
councillors called for further 
consultation on the proposals - which 
initially offered traders some hope. 

However, a council statement 
yesterday (Wednesday) has dashed 
that hope, saying the issue of an 
initial free period for parking is off 
the table.

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'Scrapping the 
Welsh ambulance 
response targets 
not the answer’ 


I T was with a 
sense of 
complete and 
utter incredulity 
that I read deputy 
minister for health 
Vaughan Gething’s 
letter in last week’s 
GEM. 

Did I seriously read 
Mr Gething putting 
forward the argument 
that having failed so 
miserably to achieve 
national standards of 
response times for so 
many years, it is now 
right to abandon them, 
due to crews being 
better trained and able 
to provide a better 
service when they do 
actually arrive? 

Perhaps Mr Gething 
might like to explain 
that to the next family 
who witness one of their 
loved ones struggle for 
life during the ‘golden 
hour’ that is so essential 
for heart attack or stroke 
victims and, of course, 
in other emergencies. 

One wonders how the 
sight of ambulances 
queuing up in hospital 
car parks waiting to 
discharge patients 
because of a shortage of 
beds and staff, and the 
reluctance of hard- 
pressed A&E staff to 
accept the patients 
because once they do so 
the clock starts ticking 
on their own treatment 


time targets, is 
explained away under 
Mr Gething’s recent 
assertions of scrapping 
target times and 
providing a better 
service. 

It’s obvious that rows 
of ‘parked’ ambulances 
aren’t available to attend 
to new emergencies - 
whatever a proposed 
response time target is - 
or however well trained 
and equipped the crews 
and ambulances are. 

We all appreciate that 
in times of high 
demand, our dedicated 
ambulance crews will be 
stretched to breaking 
point in attending to 
emergencies in the 
shortest possible time. 

But for a deputy 
health minister to 
suggest that getting to 
an emergency scene 
later rather than sooner 
is a good thing defies 
belief. 

Presumably, if, as Mr 
Getting claims, our 
ambulance staff are now 
among the most highly- 
trained and best- 
equipped in the world, 
maintaining targets and 
actually achieving them 
can only be enhanced by 
these facts.

'Sort out the roads before 
building new cycleways’ 


Y our report in The 
GEM (August 20) 
about the ‘minimal’ 
disruption expected during 
the construction of the 
cycleway extension on Port 
Road made me question 
the value of such a project 
at a time when our local 
roads are in such a dire 
and potentially dangerous 
condition. 

Quite apart from the fact that I 
have yet to see a cyclist use any 
of the cycleways already 
provided, I believe it should be 
incumbent on the council to set 
aside a proportional amount of 
funding available to make a start 
on repairing our third-world road 
network. 

I am not talking pot-holes, the 
council’s ‘Big EilT project 
appears to have achieved its 
ambition here while at the same 
time turning our roads into an 
uneven patchwork quilt of 


temporary tarmac. 

The problems with our roads 
are far more serious; a litany of 
defects has developed through 
years of neglect, with deformed 
carriageways and sunken drain 
and manhole covers being the 
main culprits. 

One example (of many through 
the Vale, I’m sure) is the A4226. 
Much of its length between the 
Weycock Cross roundabout and 
the Eonmon junction is in an 
advanced state of decay. 

An attempt has been made to 
patch it up with temporary repairs 
on the westbound Weycock to the 
first airport junction section, but 
the rest of the length has been 
ignored. 

It is this section, between the 
first airport roundabout (to 
Rhoose) and the BAMC hangar 
roundabout that most concerns 
me. 

I have to drive this route for 
work at the airport most days and 
have done so for the past 17 
years. Both lanes are bad, but the 


worst is the eastbound from 
BAMC to Weycock Cross 
directions. 

In two sections, there are tram¬ 
line depressions forming, 
probably from the weight of the 
heavy lorries that use this route. 

If a normal car hits these 
depressions in a certain sequence, 
it can lead to momentary loss of 
steering control and has the 
potential to cause damage to tyres 
or suspension. 

The challenge for the Vale 
Council is to quickly remove the 
hazards from this stretch of road. 
It really requires re-building, not 
more patchwork quilting, and it 
must also be of concern to the 
cyclists, many of whom use this 
stretch of road with, as yet, no 
cycleway. 

Why do I get the feeling we 
will see a cycleway built 
alongside this stretch of road long 
before the road itself is repaired?

'High rents and business 
rates put Cowbridge in crisis’ 


C OWBRIDGE has 
long been the place 
for visitors from 
many miles around to 
come to do their 
shopping, drawn here by 
high quality shops. 

Twenty-five years ago, there 
were at least 11 designer dress 
shops in town. These were 
mainly run as second income 
businesses by ladies whose 
partners were the main ‘bread 
winners’. 

There were also two or three 
men’s clothing shops; a school 
wear shop; along with several 
shoe shops. These shops 
survived well, by collectively 
attracting many visitors. 

Today is a very different 
story, with many of these 
businesses gone and replaced by 
a number of stores which can be 
found in any town, along with a 
splattering of charity shops. This 
situation has been the result of 


high rents and business rates 
along with the effects of the 
recent recession. 

In the last few months, many 
businesses have been forced to 
close due to the lack of visitors, 
as Cowbridge is losing many of 
the high quality and upmarket 
shops. The main street through 
Cowbridge has empty shops on 
a scale never seen before. 

If this is not enough, the 
council now proposes to fix the 
non-existent problem of parking, 
by charging to come to 
Cowbridge. These charges are 
based on a report which is two 
years out of date; not giving any 
consideration to the current 
situation for businesses and their 
visiting customers. 

My wife and I come the two 
miles into Cowbridge generally 
twice a day, to support local 
businesses, and in 25 years have 
always been able to park. On a 
recent Thursday, at 11am, I 
counted eight free parking 
spaces in the High Street, 


between the zebra and pelican 
crossings. 

Many of Cowbridge’s 
employees, who park all day in 
the town’s car parks, are on or 
near to the minimum wage. 
These charges would see their 
already low disposable incomes 
drop by potentially £30 per 
week. 

However, in reality I expect 
they will ‘street park’ in the 
surrounding areas, placing 
extreme problems on parents 
needing to park near local 
schools when dropping off and 
collecting their children, and to 
people not being able to park 
outside their own houses. 

Surely it is time for the 
council to help bring in new, 
vibrant businesses to revive the 
flagging town with reduced 
business rates, rather than put 
more pressure on Cowbridge’s 
dying economy with these 
parking charges.

‘Paddington Doctor’ 
tells of life in medicine 


AT the latest 
meeting of 
Llantwit Major 
Rotary Club at the 
West House Hotel, 
the speaker was 
one of its own 
members - Dr 
Peter Dickson 
spoke about his life 
in medicine. 

Having trained at 
Manchester University 
medical school, he 
qualified in 1974 and 
soon after moved to 
Hatfield in Yorkshire as 
a general practitioner 
where he worked for 
the next ten years. 

He reminded 
members that in those 
days he was on call 
every night except 
Saturday, and that local 
GPs would come 
together to provide a 
comprehensive service 
for their patients. It was 
a mining community 
and he worked through 
the difficulties 


experienced during the 
miners’ strike. 

On one occasion 
when on a night call his 
car became stuck in a 
snow drift. He called at 
a house to ask if he 
could borrow a shovel. 
The door was answered 
by a miner who instead 
of offering a shovel 
called on his mining 
neighbours who bodily 
lifted the car out of the 
drift and saw him safely 
on his way. 

Later, Dr Dickson 
assumed the position of 
medical advisor to the 
local Marie Curie 
hospice where at 
Christmas he also 
doubled-up as Father 
Christmas. 

Not all his calls were 
medical; he was called 
out one evening by an 
elderly patient only to 
be asked if he could 
repair her oven. He 
did! Later Dr Dickson 
moved to Bradford to 
become medical 
director of the CP

training scheme, which 
supported young 
doctors who wished to 
work in inner city 
practices.

Traders’ anger over 
council’s response 
to parking petition

Coun Gwyn John, the cabinet 
member for visible services, said: 
“While we do appreciate the 
concerns raised, it should not be 
forgotten that under the current 
proposals, over 90 per cent of the 
available on and off street 
parking provision in Barry, and 
over 70 per cent of the same in 
Cowbridge, will remain free of 
charge. 

“The possibility of a free 
parking period has been 
considered, but this could lose up 
to £190k of the £290k higher 
estimated income figure. Our car 
parks currently cost £350k per 
annum to operate. 

“Considering the fact we have 
to find savings of around 
£25million over the next three 
years, we simply cannot afford 
this potential loss.” 

Coun Geoff Cox. who 
represents Cowbridge on the Vale 
Council, was surprised at Coun 
Gwyn John’s statement. 

He said: “I spoke at the 
scrutiny meeting and raised a 
number of issues. I was pleased 
that the committee unanimously 
decided to refer the matter back 
to the Vale Council cabinet, with 
a recommendation to consult 
fully. 

“The statement today 
regarding a free parking period 
appears to undermine that 
recommendation.” 

Alun John, the chairman of 
Cowbridge Chamber of trade, 
also addressed the scrutiny 
committee, and he emphasised 
the anger among the business 
community at the lack of 
consultation so far. 

He said that the chamber 
discussed the contentious issue of 
car parking “at every meeting” 
and had been attempting to have 
discussions with council officers 
for some time. 

He said: “On the last occasion, 
we were reassured that, prior to 
any decision being made, we 


would be thoroughly consulted, 
and our opinion taken into 
account. 

“We are extremely 
disappointed that no such 
consultation has taken place.” 

Mr John was considerably 
more disappointed when he was 
made aware of the council’s 
statement. He angrily said that the 
council could not look simply at 
income from car parking. 

He argued: “You need to look 
at the bigger picture. How much 
money will the council lose if 
shops that could be paying 
business rates are empty?” 

‘Many town shops are 
struggling to survive’ 

He said that shops and 
businesses in Cowbridge had 
seen a substantial drop in footfall 
over the past year, with a number 
of shops closing and many 
existing shops struggling to 
survive. 

The petition signed by all the 
businesses listed below also casts 
doubt on the Vale Council’s 
assertion that most parking within 
Cowbridge will remain free once 
their proposals have been 
implemented. 

Traders feel that other car park 
operators in the town will be 
forced to charge or risk being 
overrun with displaced traffic. 
Residential streets will also suffer 
as a result. 

Claire Collins of Eich and 
Ramons signed the petition, and 
she feels that charging for parking 
is not going to solve Cowbridge’s 
problems. 

She said: “The basic problem 
is that Cowbridge does not have 
enough parking spaces, and 
charging will simply not solve 
that problem. 

“These charges are being 
proposed at a time when many 
other town centres around the UK 
are looking at stopping charging, 
in a bid to boost businesses. 

“Cowbridge should not be 


heading in the opposite 
direction.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns said: “I 
can’t believe the breathtaking 
arrogance that the Vale Council 
cabinet are showing on this issue. 

“What is the point of a 
consultation when they have 
already ruled out the most 
popular option - an initial period 
of free parking? 

“It is obvious that they have 
underestimated the strength of 
public feeling on this issue. The 
future of our High Streets 
depends on a trader-friendly 
parking policy. This is nothing 
but a slap in the face for 
hardworking small business 
people, local residents and 
visitors alike. 

“There is such opposition to 
these proposals that they will 
have to back down. It should be 
sooner rather than later. 

“Coun Gwyn John’s comments 
demonstrate that the council are 
introducing these charges to raise 
revenue. If that is the case, I hope 
that he and other members of the 
cabinet join my campaign to 
secure a fair funding settlement 
for the Vale from the Welsh 
Government in Cardiff Bay. 

“If the Vale were funded on the 
same per-person basis as Cardiff, 
there would be an extra £25 
million for the local authority 
each year - eliminating any 
excuse for car parking charges or 
council tax hi kes.” 

Leigharne Phillips, who runs 
The Hair Business in the High 
Street, was also “disappointed” 
with the council’s response. 

She said: “A period free of 
charge would be really important, 
as most of my customers come to 
Cowbridge for three or four 
hours. They don’t just visit one 
shop. 

“The council seems to be 
ignoring the fact that parking is 
free in Culverhouse Cross and at 
McArthurClen, and Cowbridge 
has to compete with these!”

Patients are referred 
to the hospice by NHS 
professionals. There are 
30 beds and all the 
wards have views of 
the sea. 

There are also 
family lounges where 
people can relax with 
loved-ones; and there is 
overnight

accommodation for the 
relatives of a patient if 
needed. Staff also 
provide day support - 
exercise classes with 
physiotherapists, 
memory clubs, and 
relaxation classes. 

In addition, Marie 
Curie provides 
community nurses to 
enable patients to be 
cared for in their own 
home who sometimes 
work with NHS district 
nurses. 

The hospice also 
provides a bereavement 
service, helping both 
adults and children. 

The hospice employs 
100 staff, including, of 
course, doctors and 
nurses, but there are 
also 100 volunteers 
helping with a variety 
of tasks, such as 
maintenance issues, 
kitchen work, tea runs 
and reception cover. 

For every £1 the 
NHS gives to Marie

matches it with £1 - 
and funding of the 
hospice requires a 
slightly higher input 
from supporters and 
well-wishers at a ratio 
of 60-40.

ON Bank Holiday 
Saturday, the first- 
ever Llantwit Major 
10k, 5k and Ik races 
were held in memory 
of David Synan, a 
long time resident of 
Llantwit Major, who 
passed away earlier 
this year. 

A huge number of 
local people took part 
and theyj were swelled 
by runners from as far 
away as Swansea, 
Caerphilly and Bath. So 
many turned up that the 
organising team were 
forced to delay the first 
race, just to get them all 
formally entered! 

To great support and 
much cheering, 104 
runners lined up for the 
Ik race.

FIGURES released by tbe 
Welsh Government reveal that 
attendance levels at secondary 
schools in the Vale were the 
best in Wales last year.

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Bridgend student Sam finds 
missing piece of a dinosaur! 


IN June this year, 
Amgueddfa Cymru 
(National Museum 
Wales) announced 
the discovery of 
possibly the earliest 
Jurassic dinosaur in 
the world, found by 
two brothers at 
Lavernock Beach 
near Penarth. 

During a field visit to 
conduct research for his 
palaeontology project, 
Sam Davies who is a 
palaeontology student at 
Portsmouth University 
found the fossilised foot 
of this Jurassic dinosaur. 

Sam, from Bridgend, 
arrived at the site no 


more than 10 hours after 
a cliff fall, which 
unearthed the fossilised 
foot. His tutor and reader 
in Palaeobiology at the 
University of 

Portsmouth, Dr David 
Martin, has since 
examined the find and 
concluded that it is part 
of the same therapod 
dinosaur - a distant 
cousin of Tyrannosaurus 
rex - which can be seen 
at National Museum 
Cardiff until August 31. 

His tutor had 
suggested he visit the 
beach because its 
Jurassic cliffs are rich in 
fossils, little realising 
that a cliff fall just hours 
earlier had exposed 


another piece of the 
dinosaur. 

However, if Sam had 
arrived at the beach later, 
the fossil - found sitting 
on top of a slab of rock - 
would have been washed 
away by the tide. 

Sam, who is about to 
start his third year at the 
university, said: “I had no 
idea what I’d picked up. 
It was my first day of 
doing field work for my 
third year project, and I 
was just wandering up 
and down the beach 
looking for fossils. The 
dinosaur they found at 
the beach wasn’t even on 
my mind.” 

The student happened 
to see the fossil.

embedded in a 20 cm 
piece of rock, because it 
was in his line of sight as 
he was walking along. 

“It was pure luck that I 
found it. It was just 
sitting on top of a slab of 
rock. It was obvious the 
fossil was fingers or toes, 
because there were three 
in a row, but the first 
thing that came to mind 
was that it was some sort 
of plesiosaur.” 

Dr David Martill 
confirmed immediately 
that it was the missing 
foot after Sam emailed 
him pictures of his find. 

“My first reaction 
was that I was very 
lucky,” said Sam. 
“Then I thought, “This 
is going to make my 
project” and started 
jumping up and down 
like a little boy!” 

Dr Martill said: “This 
was a chance in a 
million find and 
highlights how 

important it is to 
encourage fossil¬ 

hunting in this country. 
This new specimen will 
help us chart the 
evolution of dinosaur 
feet, specifically 

looking at the number of 
toes and the nature of 
the ankle bone. 

“What we can tell 
already is that this 
dinosaur was primitive. 
It’s right at the bottom 


of where we draw the 
line and say, “These 
rocks are Triassic, and 
these are Jurassic”. 

Sam has already 
donated the foot to 
Amgueddfa Cymru, 
who hope to put it on 
display at National 
Museum Cardiff with 
the rest of the skeleton 
in the near future. 

Dr Caroline Buttler, 
head of Palaeontology at 
Amgueddfa Cymru 
added: “The dinosaur 
found by Nick and Rob 
Hanigan is the first 
skeleton of a theropod 
found in Wales. Sam’s 
find adds to its 
significance because we 
can learn more about the 
animal and how it is 
related to the dinosaurs 
that eventually evolved 
into birds. 

“We’re very grateful 
to Sam for donating the 
foot to the museum and 
hope to put it on display 
for our visitors to see 
very soon.” 

The skeleton, already 
on display at National 
Museum Cardiff 

includes the small 
dinosaur’s razor sharp 
teeth, and claws. 

The Welsh dinosaur 
was a small, slim, agile 
dinosaur, probably only 
about 50cm tall and 
about 200cm long, 
which had a long tail to 


help it balance. It lived 
at the time when south 
Wales was a coastal 
region, offering a warm 
climate. It had lots of 
small, blade-like, sharp, 
serrated teeth suggesting 
that it would have eaten 
insects, small mammals 
and other reptiles. 

National Museum 
Cardiff’s exhibition and 
activity programme has 
been supported by 
players of the People’s 
Postcode Lottery.

So who is eligible? It covers 
those who have served in the 
RAF, and completed their 
training, from World War Two to 
those younger veterans who may 
have come on hard times, or who 
have just left the service. 

Losing your employment in the 
RAF and having to move, are two 


major hurdles an airman faces 
when leaving the service, but 
there is help available, if the 
association is approached. 

Our welfare work sometimes 
calls on us to be involved in 
many things. During 2015, the 
Barry branch has been invited to 
provide support at a veteran’s 
funeral by paying respects at a 
loved one’s passing. I have also 
been asked to trace a long lost 
father, after parents had split up 
years before and lost contact. 

But the one final message is 
that I am a phone call away, 
should any veteran, and/or their 
partner, need advice.

little too neatly with 
one enforced plot 
changer), then Joseph’s 
easy-going, yet stylised 
direction maintains 
both the pace and your 
attention. 

Whether it’s 
breaking down how 
dance music works, or 
a Yellow Submarine- 
esque drugs trip writ 
large, the visual style of 
the film marries with 
the subject matter 
beautifully, and 
highlights Joseph as a 
director with real 
personality. 

The cast don’t do a 
bad job, but are hardly 
stretched in their roles. 
Zac Efron delivers a 
decent turn, even if he 
still struggles to 
showcase frustration 
and emotion, Emily 
Ratajkowski plays the 
alluring foil to Cole 
well, while Wes 
Bentley as a DJ trading 
on his former glories is 
winningly deadpan, and 
it’s good to see him in 
a decent role for a 
change. 

There’s something 
engaging about the 
characters, particularly 
Cole’s friends, that 
keeps you invested 
throughout.

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WELSH STEEPLECHASE JOCKEYS... 

BRIAN LEE REMEMBERS JACK ANTHONY 


Today’s extract from BRIAN LEE’s out-of-print 
book Welsh Steeplechase Jockeys ( Cwmnedd 
Press, 1993) features Jack Anthony , the most 
famous of the three legendary Anthony brothers.. 

S UCH is the fame of the brothers, 
Jack Ivor and Owen, that many 
years after their deaths a public 
house in Ely, Cardiff, was named after 
them - The Anthonys. Jack, who was 
the youngest, won the Grand National 
three times as an amateur rider on 
Glenside (1911), Ally Sloper (1915), and 
Troytown (1920). 

Like his brothers, he learned to ride as soon as 
he could walk at his father’s Cilveithy Farm in 
Carmarthen. He rode his first winner under rules 
at Ludlow when only aged 16. A strong and 
courageous jockey, he was without equal at

Aintree, and it must be remembered that he was 
riding against brilliant horsemen - a notable 
example being fellow countryman Fred ‘Dick’ 
Rees. 

It was said of Jack that when he rode out of the 
paddock onto the racecourse, he became a man 
inspired, for the racetrack was his spiritual home. 

At Aintree where he ruled supreme, he would 
always take the most dangerous, but shortest way 
around on the inside of the racecourse. His first 
‘National’ winner, Glenside, was a last-minute 
chance ride. The one-eyed Glenside was the only 
horse to put in a clear round and Jack swore that it 
was the schooling over banks, which the horse had 
on his father’s farm, which enabled him to keep his 
feet. 

Glenside was trained in Wales, but a fortnight 
before the big race he was sent to Captain RH 
Collis’s yard at Kinlet - so the captain was given 
the credit of training what should have been 
Wales’ second Grand National winner, the first and 
only one being Kirkland in 1905. 

Standing in for the injured Tich Mason, who had 
broken a leg in a fall a few days earlier. Jack 
nursed the exhausted Glenside home by 20 lengths 
from the remounted Rathnally and Glenside’s, 
owner, Frank Bibby, said that it was the 
Welshman’s tender handling of the horse that 
enabled it to win. 

Had it not been for the intervention of his 
brother Ivor, Jack wouldn’t have won his second 


Grand National in 1915, for early in the race, the 
second fence actually. Jack’s mount Ally Sloper 
took off too soon, landing on top of the fence. 

Jack was just about to be unseated when Ivor 
riding Ilston reached out and pulled him back into 
the saddle. And if that wasn’t enough, a bad 
mistake at the Canal Turn left Jack hanging around 
his mount’s neck. 

Ally Sloper was owned by Lady Nelson and it 
was the first time in the history of the race that a 
lady owner had been successful. 

The huge Troytown, who was a most difficult 
horse to ride, gave Jack his third and last win in 
1920, when the race was run during a torrential 
rainstorm that made for treacherous conditions 
underfoot. 

Troytown, trained in Ireland by Algy Anthony 
(no relation) made nearly all the running, despite 
making several bad mistakes that would have put 
nine out of ten other horses on the deck. 

The horse pulled so hard that even Jack, with all 
his great strength, had doubts as to whether he 
could last out the race. There is no doubt that even 
in those terrible conditions, given the chance, 
Troytown who won by 12 lengths from Roger 
Burford’s mount The Turk 11, would have gone 
round again! 

After the race. Jack was invited to Lord Derby’s 
stand, where he was introduced to the King and 
Jack told the reporters: “The King shook hands 
with me and congratulated me. I am a Welshman,

and anyone who knows the emotional feeling in 
the blood of a Welshman realises what I felt when 
I shook hands with the King.” 

Jack commented that: ''Troytown would have 
won with 14st on his back,” and when asked about 
Troytown years later, would say: “He wasn’t a 
horse, he was a steam train.” 

Besides his three brilliant wins in the world’s 
greatest steeplechase. Jack also finished second 
twice (Old Toy Bridge 1925 and 1926) and third 
once {Bright’s Boy 1927). He was champion 
jockey as an amateur in 1914, when he rode 60 
winners, and as a professional he won the 
championship again with a record 78 winners in 
1922. 

When he retired in 1927, after ironically 
injuring himself when dismounting from a hack on 
holiday in America, he took out a trainer’s licence 
and won the Cheltenham Gold Cup with Easter 
Hero in 1929 and 1930 and the Champion Hurdle 
with Brown Tony (1930). 

He died in 1954 at the age of 64.

I T may have become something of a 
well-worn cliche, but the late 
Premier Harold Wilson’s wry 
comment that week is a long time in 
politics^% is also true in a sporting 
context - as the dramatic turnaround by 
Wales as the rain spattered down on 
Irish hopes in Dublin, clearly underlined 
on Saturday. 

After all, just one week earlier the team 
ranked number two in the world had easily 
crushed an experimental Welsh team (35-21) 
with a second string side at Cardiff’s 
Millennium Stadium - an embarrassingly one¬ 
sided result built on Ireland’s overwhelming 
superiority up front. 

Even normally composed head coach 
Warren Gatland had looked shaken in the 
immediate aftermath of his team’s unexpected 
collapse and warned that it was a factor in 
starting to whittle down his Rugby World Cup 
squad from the original 47 players. 

Alarm bells immediately rang among Welsh 
supporters, who saw it as further proof of 
Welsh front row fragility, particularly on the 
all-important tight head, following the 
retirement of scrum pillar Adam Jones and the 
absence through injury of ‘heir apparent’ 
Samson Lee, with RWC 2015 now just weeks 
away. 

However, it was also clear that the result of 
the first ‘friendly warm-up’ for the global 
tournament had to be seen in context, as a one- 
off experiment to test a mix of back-up players 
in match action where nothing was at stake. 

While it may have appeared to confirm 
worryingly thin reserves, the Welsh camp were 
rightly confident that the dire display was not 
a true measure of their preparedness for the 
campaign, or of their playing strength, with 
the main front line troops yet to take the field 
in Saturday’s return fixture. 

Even so, the one big question remained in 
supporters’ minds over that problem tight 
head role, which this time was to be filled by 
new cap Tomas Francis, a powerful but raw 
young man built like a tank, with a Welsh gran 
and limited first class rugby experience under 
his belt with Exeter Chiefs. 

The fans need not have worried, for cometh 
the hour, cometh the man - as the set-piece, 
which had collapsed so alarmingly in Cardiff, 
stayed steady as a rock from the first put-in at 
the scrum, with the whole pack putting their 
shoulders to the wheel. The impressive Francis 
went on to make a solid contribution, both in 
the tight and at the breakdown, where the 
pattern at Cardiff was completely reversed. 

This time, it was the startled Irish who 
struggled to say on terms up front, as a 
galvanised Welsh team shrugged off the 
cobwebs of two months’ rugby inaction 
following arduous physical conditioning in 
‘extreme’ boot camps from Switzerland to 


Qatar! Early pressure saw Ireland forced to 
concede the first of a stream of penalties, 
which full back Leigh Halfpenny slotted over 
for a three-point lead - and this sparked wave 
after wave of attacks that had the men in 
green defending desperately, and not always 
legally, resulting in more blasts on the referee’s 
whistle and, finally, a try by outstanding man- 
of-the-match (again) open side Justin Tipuric, 
who forced his way through a jumble of bodies 
near the Irish line. 

Halfpenny easily converted to give Wales a 
10-0 lead in the first quarter, but this was 
almost immediately followed, against the run 
of play, by a penalty award to Ireland, which 
outside half Jonny Sexton gratefully accepted, 
to narrow the gap to seven points. 

The visitors promptly renewed their 
onslaught and after the embattled Irish had 
been penalised for the seventh time by a 
remarkably forgiving referee, careless loss of 
concentration at a scrum near their line cost 
Wales dear, with a try by the vigilant Iain 
Henderson, converted by Sexton, to level the 
score, 10-10 at half time. 

The Irish were encouraged after the change¬ 
over to mount an attack of their own, and 
thought they had snatched the lead with a try, 
only for the TMO to rule that the ball had 
been knocked on and the determined Welsh 
defence safely cleared to touch, before going 
back on the offensive. 

Once again, intense Welsh pressure told and 
up stepped hot shot Halfpenny to ease his team 
into a three-point lead with the inevitable 
penalty. He then made it 16-10 in the 70th 
minute when Ireland were penalised for the 


15th time, directly in front of the posts. 

To their credit, the men in red did not 
attempt to sit on their lead and almost 
increased it with a breakaway try, but this was 
thwarted and the battling Irish showed they 
were not done yet. 

Incredibly, they almost pilfered an unlikely 
victory right at the death when Sean Cronin 
went over but was held up and the try was 
disallowed - as the whistle blew for full time 
and a thoroughly merited 16-10 win for 
rejuvenated Wales over last year’s in-form Six 
Nations champions. 

Typically, Gatland refused to get carried 
away by the ‘friendly’ result, saying: “/^ was a 
good performance. There was a little bit of 
rustiness as well. To beat the No 2 side in the 
world was good. I know it was close in the end. 
Ireland could have won it and that would have 
been heartbreaking^’, he added (clearly with 
previous heartbreaking experiences in mind!) 

^^Butpotentially it could have been a much 
more comfortable win for us as well. We haven^t 
played a lot of rugby together and we did a lot of 
hard work last week. We kept saying that we^ll 
kick more into the rugby, which we will do.” 

The result may have heartened the Welsh 
camp and simplified selection for the 31-man 
RWC squad, but Gatland had earlier made it 
clear that there were still a few choices to be 
made: ^‘‘Ifs going to be a tough selection for us 
over the weekend. Given the history of World 
Cups, those who do miss out are going to be 
incredibly unlucky, but they are going to be 
pretty valuable to us as well - if there are 
injuries and we have to call people in.” 

All eyes were on WRU chairman Gareth Davies 


at the Millennium Stadium on Monday afternoon, 
when he read out the 31 names, and those of the 
unlucky seven not to make the final cut. 

In the event, these turned out to be: forwards 
Ross Moriarty, Rob Evans, Scott Andrews and 
Kristian Dacey; Backs - Kiwi-born Gareth 
Anscombe, who had injured an ankle in training, 
Tyler Morgan and flying Ospreys’ wing Eli Walker, 
who missed out to Alex Cuthbert, as Gatland kept 
faith with the Blues’ man. 

The same was true of the bulk of the squad, 
which showed few surprises in a 17-14 split 
between forwards and backs - though it was 
heartening to see space found for diminutive 
outside-half Matthew Morgan among the big men!
